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A Potpouri of News ama Views 


(From Loa Angeles Financial News.) 


Conditions Are Improving 
The advisory council of the Federal Reserve Board, 
which consists of some of the best known financiers 
in the United States, held a meeting in Washington 
this week and in reports submitted to the Federal 
Reserve Board 
declare 
that 
financial 
conditions 
throughout the United States have improved greatly 
iii the last few months, that credit conditions were 
exceptionally good, reserves abundant and short term 
money cheap. 
At this conference with the Board the council was 
sought on most of the important problems facing 
the Board. 
The members of the council, selected 
lo the reserve districts to represent them are J. lh 
Morgan, New York; Daniel G. Wing, Boston; Levi 
I 
Rue, Philadelphia; W. S. Rowe, Cincinnati; George 
,1. Seay, Richmond; Charles A. Lyerly, Atlanta; .I. 
B. Forgan, Chicago; Rolla Wells, St. Louis; C. T, 
J affray, Minneapolis; E. F, Swinney, Kansas City; 
.1. II. Ardray. Dallas, and Archibald Rains of San 
Francisco. 
The hoard discussed with the council 
such important subjects as the use of acceptances, 
the regulation for admitting state banks to the re­ 
serve system and time deposits 
Arrangements were 
made for tile consideration of these subjects by 
execute * committees and the communication of its 
views to the board later. 
The most important dis­ 
closure was the expectation of the board that a 
large proportion of the 2U.000 state banks of the 
country will seek admission to the reserve system. 
After tho conference this statement was issued: 
“At the joint meeting it was suggested with refer­ 
ences to state bank admissions that care be used in 
order to admit to the system only those institutions 
which were strong and capable of performing the 
service in a commercial way while at the same time 
taking pains to protect the national banks of the 
system in the Pill enjoyment of their privileges. 
Careful examination of all entering banks was recom­ 
mended. 
It was stated that in many parts of the 
country, state banks are ready and willing to seek 
admission to the system under proper conditions 
in substantial numbers. 
“The meeting developed an unusual degree of en­ 
thusiasm over the prospect of the Federal reserve 
system, particularly with reference to the clearing 
of checks when properly safeguarded and applied." 


Marketing of Oil 
A Standard Oil official in San Francisco is quoted 
as saying “that conditions in the oil market had not 
crown any worse in the last thirty days and that 
there might have been some slight improvement. The 
demand for light oils is somewhat better, but condi­ 
tions in the fuel-oil market are still sluggish. Markets 
taking about 15,000 barrels a day of fuel oil were 
cut off almost overnight, and there has been little 
or no improvement in this direction. 
Considering 
the future the worst has been met and passed and 
in six months marketing conditions will be normal, 
with no effects of the war remaining.” 


Still Perrin, Drake & Riley 
An addition has been made to tile firm of Perrin, 
Drake & Riley, the well known bond house of South­ 
ern California, in the person of Hervey B. Perrin, 
son of John Perrin. Federal Reserve Agent for this 
district, who has just purchased an interest in the 
business. The new member of the firm was formerly 
connected with the 
American 
National 
Bank 
in 
Indianapolis, Ind. Since coming to California in 1909 
he was engaged in citrus culture near Visalia. This 
orange grove he lias disposed of in order to devote 
his attention to the business of the firm.

The Federal Reserve Bank for the' Twelfth dis­ 
trict announcer, a reduction in tho rates to tho fol­ 
lowing: Thirty days, 5 per cent; sixty days, u% per 
cent, longer maturities, 6 percen t. 


License Tax Law 
"So-called foreign corporations doing business in 
California must pay the state license tax.” 
This is 
the decision of the State Supreme Court in a deci­ 
sion handed down in the case of Albert Pick & Co., 
a concern incorporated under the laws of Illinois, 
which sought to operate in California without paying 
a license tax and filing fee. 
The company had won 
a decision previously in the Superior Court which 
held it was not amendable to California corporation 
taxes. 
The decision settles once and forever the ques­ 
tion of the constitutional right of the State to levy 
filing fees and license taxes upon foreign corporations 
doing business in this state. 
It declares legal the 
corporation license tax law and the law requiring 
filing fees on certificates of incorporation, and is 
a bold reversal of a previous decision rendered in 
1912 when it held the same laws unconstitutional. 
If also sets a precedent in IOO similar caser, now 
pending before California courts. 
An interesting feature of the decision is the fact 
that it declares valid a law which was stricken from 
tile statute books by the 1913 legislature because the 
Supreme Court decided it was invalid in *912. 
At 
the time tile court denied to the state the right to 
levy license and fee taxes upon the Ii. K. Millford 
Company, a firm incorporated in another state. The 
license tax law became inoperative July I, 1914. 
It 
was passed in 1905. 
Tho court justifies its reversal 
of mind upon the validity of the corporation tax­ 
ing laws upon the ground that later rulings by the 
United States Supreme Court, upon the questions 
involved, is in conflict with their former opinion. 
Said (he court in its opinion after reversing itself: 
"And in conclusion we may add that if again we 
are mistaken, at least the doors of tho Supreme 
Court of the United States are open for the correction 
of the error.” 
According to the Attorney-General's office the de­ 
cision saves to California, at least $2,000,000 in paid 
fees, clears from court calendars volumes of litiga­ 
tion and furnishes a motif for the re-enactment of a 
new corporation license tax law. 


Shipping Bill Is Reported 
The ship purchase bill urged by President Wilson 
bas been favorably reported to the Senate for action 
after several amendments proposed by minority mem­ 
bers had been defeated in committee. 
The bill in­ 
troduced iii the House at the last session provides 
that the United States, acting through a shipping 
board to be created, subscribe to the capital stock 
of a corporation to be organized for the purchase, 
construction and operation of merchant ships be­ 
tween the Atlantic, Gulf or Pacific ports of the coun­ 
try, and Central and South America and elsewhere 
“to meet the foreign requirements of the United 
States.” 
• 
The initial capital stock of the corporation would 
he $10,000,000 to be increased by the shipping board 
with approval of the President. 
The United States 
would subscribe for 51 per cent of the original stock 
and of each increase, and might subscribe further 
for the remainder of tho stock not taken by the pub­ 
lic. For the construction and purchase of vessels the 
bill provides for the sale of Panama Canal bonds 
not to exceed $30,000,000. 
The government, through 
the shipping board, would turn over to the ship cor­ 
poration all vessels purchased or constructed, the 
corporation issuing to the United States in return 
4 per cent gold bonds. 


Retiring Emergency Currency 
The Federal Reserve Board has taken steps lo 
make retirement of the emergency currency issued 
on comrtlercial papor shortly after the outbreak of 
the European war more attractive to banks. 
Tho 
board aproved a reduction of the re discount rate of 
tho Federal Bank of Atlanta to 5 per cent on thirty- 
day maturities, 5Vs per cent on sixty-day maturities 
and 6 per tent on longer maturities. 
At the same 
time the other eleven banks were notified of this 
action, with the comment that they also might make 


su c h rates. 
Although more than $2,OOI) OOO of the 
$380,000,000 of emergency currency outstanding a few 
weeks ago has been retired, members of the hoard 
believe tho time has arrived when they should aid 
in taking most of the remainder out of circulation 
and replacing it, if the present amount of currency 
is needed, with Federal reserve notes. 


New Saving Plan 
Landis Christmas Saving Club has been formed in 
I/os Angeles to show people how to accumulate 
funds by easy methods so that when most needed 
are in hand. 
The plan provides that with the first 
payment the person becomes a member of the club. 
Members paying 25 cents a week for fifty weeks 
get $12.50. 
Paying 50 cents a week for fifty weeks 
nets the depositor $25, and paying $1 a week for 
fifty weeks nets $50. 
In addition to this the above 
amounts will be increased by 3 per cent interest 
lier annum for the average time. No tines or fees 
are charged, thus rendering the proposition doubly 
attractive to the small investor. 


United Oil Dividend 
For the first time in three years the United Oil 
Company enters the list of oil companies paying 
dividends, 
the directors of the company tills week 
declaring a dividend of one-half cent per share pay­ 
able January 20, 1915, to stockholders of record 
January 20.
